Increased Consumption of 
Crude Creates Need of 
Long Time Contracts. 


O r th* A u d ited Press) 
BERLIN, Feb. 4.—The increased 
consumption of crude oil and need 
of a corresponding increase in the 
wortd’s production has focused at­ 
tention of American interests upon 
European fields, and renewed efforts 
are being made .to secure long time 
contracts for the development of the 
industry here bn a large scale. 
Agents of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany have been most active and are 
reported here to have secured vir­ 
tual monoplies of oil prospecting and 
well sinking in a num ber of sm aller 
Central European states. 
G erm an capital h asb een watching 
the operations of the Americans with 
considerable concern, and it is pre. 
dieted in quarters close to Hugo 
Stinnes, the most powerful of the 
German capitalists, whose commer­ 
cial enterprises extend to all Eu­ 
rope, th a t American interests soon 
“will have a monoply of the Euro­ 
pean petroleum supply, if not of 
the whole earth.” 
The Standard Oil company has 
secured control of im portant fields 
in northern Persia on a 50-year 
lease, but the action of the Persian 
adm inistration in granting the con­ 
cession has been protested by the 
Russian government, and also by the 
British m inister, 
as 
incompatible 
with the Russian-Persian agreem ent 
of February 26. 1921, which it is 
claimed gave Russia prior rights. 
Get Big Concessions. 
Americans also have secured im­ 
portant concessions in Jungo-slavia, 
Czechoslovakia and Rumania, under 
stipulations providing for investm ent 
of several millions of American dol­ 
lars in development work, which 
these countries cannot undertake. 
Negotiations have been begun be. 
tween th e Americans and Russia** 
representatives for leasing the Rus­ 
sian fields, and putting them upon 
a productive basis. At the same time 
the Russians are seeking to secure 
German machinery for 
their 
oil 
fields, w ithout which it is reported 
many of the works m ust close, re­ 
sulting In perm anent damage to cer­ 
tain fields and heavy losses to the 
Soviet government. 
Form er wealthy oil owners and 
prom oters, now Russian exiles here, 
have 
been

negotiations. 


The annual production of crude oil 
in the United States was estim ated 
by the United States geological sur­ 
vey on January 18, to be now alm ost

Motion for a new trial for Charles 
Polk, form er Pontotoc county boy, 
one of the seven men arrested and 
sentenced to life im prisonm ent after 
confessing to participation in the 
lynching

Oklahoma county, according to word 
received here today. 
The action is a prelim inary step 
in appealing from Judge Jam es I. 
Phelps’ decision W ednesday when he 
overruled a motion to withdraw the 
plea of guilty entered by Polk at the 
time he was arraigned and be allow­ 
ed to stand trial before a jury on 
the m urder charge filed in con­ 
nection with the lynching. 
In the application for a new trial, 
it is charged that Judge Phelps’ ac­ 
tion in overruling the motion to 
withdraw the plea was contrary to 
the law artd evidence; that* the re­ 
fusal to sustain 
the motion was 
prompted largely by the fact that 
it contained a reflection upon public 
officials because they had been ‘‘in­ 
duced to obtain pleas of guilty in 
pecuniary and political rew ards” of­

Judge Phelps, after listening to 
testimony from the state and county 
officials and from Polk and his at­ 
torney, refused to grant the plea.

There w ere so

reported 
violations of the Jaw th at the com­ 
missioner was obliged to delegate 
authority to three factory inspec­ 
tors in order th at 
prom pt 
action 
could bqj taken against offenders, ac­ 
cording to the statem ent. 
“The greatest obstacle in the en­ 
forcem ent of this law is the al­ 
most total lack of co-operation the 
departm ent has received from coun­ 
ty attorneys throughout thq state,” 
the statem ent charges. It then de 
clares th at there have been a few 
instances in the state 
in 
which 
county attorneys have bluntly re­ 
f u s e to file com plaints against em­ 
ployers at the request of the la­ 
bor departm ent. In one instance, the 
departm ent appealed to the attorney 
general who directed thq county a t­ 
torney 
to 
file 
an 
inform ation 
against an alleged violator of the 
8-hour law, the statem ent says. 
R eferring to the alleged lack of 
co-operation from county attorneys, 
it continues: 
Some New in Office. 
“This condition is no doubt due 
to the fact th at tttfese officials are 
in most cases new in office, and 
are more or less unfam iliar with 
these laws and the reasons which 
prompted their passage by the legis­ 
lature} Local politics have also op­ 
erated against successfully carrying 
these laws into effect.” 
Settlem ent of all labor difficul­ 
ties involving wages has been in­ 
creasingly difficult since November, 
1920, when there began to develop 
a surplus of labor and a conse*- 
quent scarcity of jobs, the statem ent 
says. 
“D uring 1921 the state labor de­ 
partm ent received 83 com plaints of 
alleged violations of the 8-hour law

I arn not certain, but 
I 
think 
Frisco, or Old Stonewall, was the 
first town to be built within the 
present confines of Pontotoc county. 
I remenfber hearing the late Gov. 
J. J. McAlester say that when a 
young man he helped to clear the 
brush from the site of the newly 
established town. At all events it 
was an important point during the 
tribal days and was the county seat 
of what was then the Pontotoc coun­ 
ty of the Chickasaws. Atoka was 
th^ nearest railroad point for many 
years and Stonewall carried pn a 
thriving trade. It numbered several 
well to* do business men 
and 
a 
number of large mercantile estab­ 
lishments. Not far away wa-j Col­ 
lins Institute, for many years a 
school maintained by th^ Chicka­ 
saws and where many of the young­ 
er generation received their educa­ 
tion. When the 
Frisco 
railroad 
reached Ada, of course the town 
was hurt some and then w^on the 
Katy passed within three miles and 
established a new town it not only 
took with it several of the leading 
business men, but also the name it­ 
self—Stonewall. The old town was 
nfchristened Frisco and when the 
Oklahoma Central, now the Santa 
Fe road was built, Frisco found it­ 
self a railroad station at last, but 
It was too late tp 
be 
of 
mucn 
benefit. 
Today the village probably has 
200 or 300 inhabitants, three mer­ 
cantile establishments, a gin and a 
blacksmith shop. W. H. Gray, Bud 
Conrell and J. W. Mobley are the 
merchants and W. D. Durbin, form­ 
erly of Ada, the blacksmith. Mr. 
Mobley, who is also the postmaster, 
has been in business at Frisco for 
the past seventeen years. 
The community has a substantial 
two story brick school house, but 
it is rather small for the purpose, 
200 pupils having been enrolled 
this term. The faculty is composed 
of C. W. Cavcner and Misses Opal 
Truitt, Gladys Coffee and Ida Bo­ 
len. This is Supt. Cavener’s first 
year in the county, 
but 
lie 
ha® 
shown himself a 
capable 
school 
man. His school made a most ex­ 
cellent showing both at the Stone­ 
wall township lair and later at the 
county fair. 
Among other citizens I met Janies 
Patton. He has lived in the vicin­ 
ity of Frisco for the past 33 years. 
He has read the Ada News from 
the time it was started and is still 
alive to tqjll the tale 
I hope hi? 
will be here to read it for another 
25 years. 
I dropped iii en W. 
R. 
Dennis, 
just east of the schoolhouse early 
in the afternoon. Mr. Denies has 
lived there for nine yqars and his 
specialty is purebred livestock. He 
has a bunch of Holstein cattle that 
are beauties. He has been shipping 
cream for the past four years. Dur­ 
ing the! past slimmer and early fall, 
when the price was good, he said he 
shipped a b o u t. fifteen gallons per 
week, but lately with the price low 
he bas not tried to ship so much. 
His flock of more than IOO White 
Leghorn chickens would bq hard to 
beat anywhere. He was busy when 
the poultry show was held at Ada 
and did not exhibit this year. He 
also has some fine specimens of 
Du roc hogs. 
After a tramp of half a mile or 
more I reached L. T. Daniel’s place. 
This farm* was improved by a Ger­ 
man family. It stretches down the 
Boggy bottom and is one of the best 
farms in the county. The home is a 
two-story frame structure built for 
comfort and is among the best 
country homes to be found in this 
Section. Mr. Daniels 
is 
compara­ 
tively a new comer, having lived at 
Wynnewood prior to buying this 
farm something more than * a year 
ago. He stated that he expected to 
plant about 30 acres in cotton this 
year, but will make that a sort of 
surplus crop as he will plant a 
good acreage in corn, peanuts, oats, 
etc. He already has a good start of 
alfalfa and is enlarging the acreage. 
Last season he got five cuttings. 
He is devoting considerable atten­ 
tion to hog raising and has about 
fifty Durocs already. 
From Mr. Daniel’s place 
I 
cut 
across the fields to H. B. Morin’s 
home, some distance to the west. 
Mr. Morin was not at home, but I 
noted many evidences of progressive 
methods. 
He has 
a 
op mf or table 
home and plenty of barns and out­ 
buildings. He has becyi raising O. I. 
C. hogs, the first I have found in 
the county. In addition to a good 
supply of tools ordinarily found on 
a well kept farm. I noticed a feed 
mill which is operated by horse 
power.- Part of his land is terrac­ 
ed and where it is not he protects 
I his land by running thcj rows /of 
his crops with the slope as in ter­ 
racing, intsead of straight up and 
down or straight across. In this way 
the ridges serve somewhat as ter­ 
races and prevent the washing of 
gallies. 
J. C. Cooper, who recently moved 
In from Arkansas, has part of the 
Morin place! rented for a truck farm. 
He selected a plat of ground on a 
slope with a south 
exposure. 
On 
this he expects to plant three acres 
of watermelons, one acre of canta-^ 
loupes and muskmelons, an acre andT4 
a half of seceded ribbon cane for 
syrup making, some sweet potatoes 
and some irish potatoes. He said if 
the pickle factory is located at Ada 
he would plant some cucumbers. 
He is an old hand at trucking and 
likes tho looks of things here for 
that line of farming. 
On the way back 
to 
Frisco 
I 
dropped In on Herman Burkhart. 
He moved away from this county 
two or three years ago, but is back 
again. He stated that he will plant 
more corn than anything else this 
year. 
Yes, there is some fine farming 
land around Frisco and it always 
makes heavy crops if any other part 
of thg county does. That rich bottom 
land is the real staff.

In 1901, his friends said, he se­ 
cretly married Miss Ethel May Har­ 
rison, a member of

Flora Dora company, and they -had 
a child, Ethel, now 14 years old. 
In 1908* according to his friends, 
he suddenly disappeared in a mys­ 
terious fashion and his wife was 
unable to give any clue as to his 
whereabouts or to assign any rea­ 
son for his action. Several years 
later, it was. said, his wife was re­ 
ported to have obtained a divorce 
and since has married a prominent 
New York merchant. 
He Bobs Up Again. 
About two years later, it was said, 
Tanner suddenly surprised old ac­ 
quaintance by calling,on them in Los 
Angeles. He is reported 
to 
have 
told them that he had been shang- 
hied at night on flower Broadway 
and was taken aboard a sailing 
vessel bound around Cape Horn. He 
reached a port on the Pacific north­ 
west coast several months later, he 
is said to have told them. 
He said he had gone to work for 


the Transcontinental railroad com­ 
pany and subsequently had sought 
employment in a mine after which 
he went to Los A ngles. Tanner,, 
however, is said to have shown a 
reluctance in discussing some por­ 
tions of his adventures and did not 
explain why he had failed to re­ 
turn to his family and friends. 
Without ever fully explaining thcj 
reason for doing so, he adopted the 
name of Taylor and 
never was 
known as Tanner in Los Angeles.
